HITS SHOULD HK WARMED 
BEFORE BRIDLING HORSES 
A local veterinarian has su g ­ 
gested 
that 
during 
the 
cold 
weather, the bridle bits should be 
warmed in som e manner before 
they are placed in horses’ mouths. 
Such a practice saves the animals 
much discomfort and even pain 
-tutted by the sting of frosty bits. 
If possible the bridles should be 
taken into the house 
and' 
left 
awhile hy the stove before the bits 
are used- 
lf this cannot he done. 
the hits should be dipped in water 
arui left there a few minutes, to 
lake the frost out of the steel. At 
least the warm breath should 1»^ 
blown over the bits before they 
ar** placed between tho animal’s 
teeth.
